> Errers-from Switzerland of the 14th tell us, 
that the 4 Cantons of Zurich, Bern, Lu- 
cern, and Friburg, had refolv’d to hold an 
Affembly among themfelves, in fome place 
where neither the Ambaffador of France, 
nor any ogher Forreign Minifter, thould intrude upon 
them ; and to ask the Confent of all the other Can- 
tons for the faid 4 to treat with the Ambaffador 
of France im the Name of the whole Helvetick Body. 
To render thefe Intentions fruitlefs, the Marquefs de 
Puifieux wrote the-following Letter to the Canton of 
Zurich, to notify to all the Cantons that the King his 
Mafter confented to gra for part: of Savoy, 
and to defire a genetal Affembly might be call’d to 
meet at Soluthurn. ° Hereupon; fome Cantons refol- 
ved to write to that of Zurich, to reprefent the dan- 
‘gerous Confequences of fuch an Affembly in a Town 
-where the Ambaffador refides, of which there are bat 
'2 Examples; and both of them were very prejudi- 
‘cial to. the Helvetick Body; bur it happen’d the 
Canton of Zurich, before they were inform’d that this 
Propofal.was difapprov'd by other Cantons, confent- 
ed to the meeting of a general Affembly.at Soluthurn 
on the 17th Inftant. Weare therefore impatient to 
‘know the Iffue of it: At prefent, it appears fome 
Canrons intend to give no other EnftruGion to their 
Deputies, than to hear and report to them what fhall 
be propos’d. Mean time, there is no Doubt but the 
Cantons who are particularly engag’d in Alliance 
with the Duke of Savoy, will furnifh him with 
Troops : and.’tis reported, that one of thefe Cantons 
has already fign’d a Capitulation or Agreement to 
that purpofe. The Marquefs de Puifieux’s Letter is 
as follows, 
Magnificent Lords! 
Have receiv’'d the Letter which you gave your 
felves the Trouble to write to me the 29th of this 
Month: -It was brought to me by the Sieur Hirzel, 
to whom I declar’d, as I do by thefe prefenrs, that I 
lately recciv’d by an Exprefs, the King’s Refolution 
concerning the Affair of Savoy. His.,Majefty has 
order'd me't0 defire you to hold a general Diet in 
this City of Soluthurn ; Accordingly I defire you to 
fend one Deputy from each Laudable Canton,to meet 
here on Sunday the 17th of next Month in the Even- 
ing. I will fully communicate to that Affembly the 
Orders I have receiv’d from his Majefty. Mean time 
I wiil only tell you, that out of reff 
willing to put the Chablais an 
Hands of the Laudable Cantons 
them. I hope, Magnificent L 
be pleas’d to confider his great 
to every thing you defire of him, and to reflect at 
the fame timeon all the Proofs he gives of the fincere 
Defire he has to contribute with all his Power to 
maintain Tranquility and Peace in your Neighbour- 
hood.

Venice, Jan. 26. Letters from Oftiglia of che 21ft 
advice,that General Trautmanfdorf has taken the Bu- 
Onporto, and on the 15th attack’d Baftiglia, in which 
were 109 Men commanded by a Captain, befides 
fome Peafants arm’d, who were furpriz’d before they 
could get time to put out the white Flag. There 


were 3 Pieces of Cannon in this Place. That General 
has likewife poffefs’d himfelf of Finale di Modena, 


and St. Felice, from whence the French had with-' 


drawn their Garrifons to reinforce that of Modena, 
into which they have newly thrown 1000 Men. The 
Huffars make Excerfions as far as Nonantola. 

Milan, Feb.2. After the D. of Vendome left the 
Modeneze to follow Count Staremberg, the Germans 
that were left on the Secchia under the command of 
General Trautmanfdorf, poffefs’d themfelves of Ba- 
ftiglia and Buonporto ; but Monfieur de Sc. Fremont 
came before the firft mention’d place the day after 


the Imperialifts were poffefs'd of ir, and afcer fome 


refiftance took it with Sword in hand, and made the 
Garrifon, 127 Men, Prifoners of War; after which 
he put a Garrifon into Buonporto which the Impe- 
rialifts had quitted.

Paris, Feb. 9. Letters from Milan of the 29th U/r, 
inform us, that the Germans having poffefs’d them- 
felves of Borgomaneiro near Arona on the Lac Ma-
